She was a r esident of Galveston, 
she said, but had been to Milwau­ 
kee, W is., wher e she had bur ied 
her son, a young man of 21 year s, 
who had been employed in a r ail­ 
r oad office ther e. 
She had saved up $300, she fur ­ 
ther said, but when her boy was 
taken ill she was compelled to go 
to his bedside, and had r emained 
with him to the end. 
She had 
sufficient means to pay the bur ial 
expenses and get this far on her 
jour ney, but her funds wer e now 
exhausted and she was compelled 
to ask assistance in or der to r each 
Galveston. 
She appealed to the Masons, she 
explained, 
because her deceased 
br other had stood high up in the 
or der , and in pr oof of her devotion 
te the member ship she displayed a 
couple of Masonic pins in her im­ 
maculate shir t waist. 
So plausible was her stor y that 
she was given the glad hand in 
near ly ever y instance, and it is 
thought she did not r ealize less 
than I25 or $30 by her canvass of 
the city. 
Among her victims wer e a couple 
of banker s, a leading dr uggist, an 
East Sedalia mer chant and two 
well known r ailr oad men. 
How 
many other s wer e victimized it is 
impossible to say, as Mr s. King is 
not her e to answer , and those who 
wer e “ 
taken in” ar e as mum as 
clams. 
Among the contr ibutions in Se­ 
dalia was a ticket fr om Sedalia to 
Par sons, Kas., via the Katy, by an 
Ohio str eet mer chant,to assist Mr s. 
King on her way to Galveston. 
The ticket was paid for and left at 
the depot, to be called for by Mr s. 
King, but she failed to mater ialize 
and the gentleman who pur chased 
it was given back his money. 
That Mr s. King is a shr ewd one 
and is making a business of vic- 
timixing Masons is pr oven by the 
fact that she went fr om her e to 
Boonville, wher e she wor ked the 
same r acket, as she did also at Jef­ 
fer son City befor e coming to Se- 
dalia. 
A t Boonville Mr s. King’s stor y 
was a little differ ent fr om what she 
told her e, as will be seen by the 
following clipping fr om the Boon­ 
ville Republican of yester day: 
“ 
Last Fr iday after noon a pr omi­ 
nent attor ney of this city was ap­ 
pr oached in his office by a woman 
of middle age, plainly but neatly 


dr essed, of r espectable mein, and 
of appar ently 
fr ank 
and open 
countenance. 
“ 
She r epr esented that her son, a 
Mason, had been killed some place 
west of her e and that she was tr y­ 
ing to get to St. Louis. 
She asked 
aid as the mother of a son who was 
a Mason in good standing. 
“ 
Touched with the belief that 
her stor y was tr ue, the attor ney 
went to a number of his fr iends 
and secur ed the necessar y amount 
of money to help the imposter , for 
such she pr oved to be, to St, 
Louis. 
“ 
A r epr esentative of a St. Louis 
house was her e the same day. 
He 
had met the same woman at Jeffer ­ 
son City only a few days pr evious 
and gave her $5 to help her to Gal­ 
veston. 
“ 
When appr oached with this 
undeniable pr oof of her guilt, she 
admitted it and r etur ned the money, 
pleading that she be not pr ose­ 
cuted. 
“ 
The woman’s appear ance indi­ 
cated that she knows what har d 
wor k is, and that fact possibly 
saved her fr om ar r est. 
She took 
the fir st tr ain ou*^.”
